WASHINGTON, Auff. 28 (/P)— ConRrcHsional spy investi- 
gntors formally accused the White House toniffht of rcfusinE 
to help "protect the national aecurity." 

In a report on "communist cspionase in tho United States 
government," the houae un-American activities committee 
snid:

They pointed out, however, taxes would not be increased 
In general as a result of the boost in assessed valuation. The 
same amount of taxes can be 
raised by lowering the levy 
rate upon the higher assessed 
valuation, they explained. 

One excepUon Is In the levlu on 
city property and Ice- schools. These 
levies alresdy have been set by the 
state upon the buls of the assessed 
valuations of Its I year. However 
these levies will be raised upon the 
basis ot the recently Increased as- 
sessed valuatlocu of this year, re- 
sulting in higher taxes this year. 
These will bo adjusted In future 
;an, the commissioners explained. 
In view of the Increased assessed 
valiuiUon the slate tax commission 
reduced the ad valorem levy from 
4.4110 mUls to 4.11M mUls.

Another in Postwar 'American Tragedy' Series Hits Twin Falls

This happened In Twin Palls. 
This kind of thing happens ev- 
erywhere, every day. It's much more 
comfortable to think of It happen- 
ing somewhere else, out of tho 
sphere In which we live. 

Early in AprU a young couple 
with three children, two boys and 
a girl six months old, came to Twin 
Foils. 

The young man had about WOO in 
his pocket. He was a veleron ot 
World war II and had an excellent 
service record. He had been married 
over six years and before coming 
to Twin Falls had held what he 
termed a fine Job aim a Los An- 
gelcs company. 

The »500 didn't lost very long. 
They had come to this climate be- 
cause of tho lUness of one ot the 
children, and doctor hills cost mon- 
ey. As if that weren't enough, they 
dlacoTcred there wu no available 



housing and were forced to live — 
a tourist cabin, rate lb a day. He 
couldn't find a job, and tho olmpltit 
multiplication will tell how long 
that amount of money would lost 

nnolly they opplled for asslil- 
ance through one ot Uie many pri- 
vate aid services located In tJils 
area. The young man sold he hid 
some well-to-do relatives but Uut 
ho was "too proud" to seek Uitlr 
help.

The wife found a Job as 
a Waitress and her husband was 
brtnglng home a good pnycheck 
every week. It wasn't long until they 
decided to open a bonk account. 

But this bank account didn't turn 
out to bo such a good thing. The 
Bin evidently had no conception 
o( the value of money, and wrote 
seme checks which "bounced," Sud- 
denly she found herself In Jail. 

Tho court wos lenient, and alter 
a Eood reprimand let her go. But 
her husband's employer decided hs 
wu now. a llablllly on the pay roll 
and released hUn from his Job. 

Eo again they ahaaefacedly put 
In on SOS to the agency, which 
granted them further help. The 
agency was beginning to wonder as 
to the wisdom of giving more as- 
alliance.

The young man. handsome and 
personable, found employment driv- 
ing a taxi for a few days, Hien 
he located onolher position which, 
although not as lucrative as the 
first, would support tho family. 

Then the old cockiness set In once 
more. They checked' out a radio on 
the Installment plan, bought a 
washing machine. They began 
drinking rather heavily, and neigh- 
bors were often kept awake by the 
sounds of midnight revelries from 
tho house. 

But on the Ilrst of July the agent 
received another call for help. The 
rent on the house had not been 
paid, and they were to be evicted 
unless Ihe money should be forth- 
coming. 

This time the call olmost was left 
imanswcred. But there were the 
children, so the agency wrote an- 
other check, but warned the pair 
this would bo the lost time.

Ffir ycar.'i tlie American people have been 
Icfl to bcllfve that "Uncle Joe" Stalin Is not 
auch n bad Riiy—tliat he has been a harm' 
loss little fellow slttlnR In the backRround 
while Iho bid shot comnninl.sts ran the .ihow. 
To make Iho Russian story add up. doubt 
v,'as exnrepsf^d n.s to whether Stnlln even had 
a vnlcc In the policies ilotcrmlncd at Moscow, 

Now It Is coming to llqht that all this 
conrcDtlon has been nothing more than wish 
ful thlnklnR. It demonstrates how we have 
been klddlnp ourselves all along In trying to 
minimize the Russian menace. 

It Is known that high state officials In 
Washington have slight hope that the reccn' 
conferences of ollled ambassadors at Moscow 
with Stnlln and Molotov will lead to any pe; 
manent or satisfactory settlements of the dif- 
ferences which exist between the kremlln and 
the western powers. They expect the same 
result that comes from all conferences with 
the Russians. 

Not only that, recent events have finally 
convinced Washington that Stalin himself 
cannot be trustpd. They hold him respons- 
ible for the major and minor Insults and 
humiliations which red diplomats and mill 
lary commanders have heaped upon our- 
aelves, the British and the French 
around the world. 

The wishful thinkers were disillusioned to 
leam that It was the two Russian officials 
atandlng closest to the dictator, who have 
been Involved m the most recent and most 
flagrant defiance of the United States, 

Molotov wrote the note protesting aftalnst 
our handling of the Kasenklna affair and 
wo found ourselves In the embarrassing posi- 
tion of having to disregard the foreign min- 
ister's behavior— officially, that Is. 

Hie other Stalin pal who showed utter 
contempt for allied agreements was Com- 
mbsar Vlahlnsky, who headed the com^lunl5^. 
delegation at the Danublan parley. He has 
been In the kremlln'B good graces since ho 
ran the 1034 purge. He's Uncle Joe's per- 
Bonal hatchet man— a sort of Harold L. Ickcs. 

So another myth in all ol our wishful 
thinking about Russia has ' been explodod. 
The smile of self- assurance Is wearing off. 
■ It looks as if It's about time for Uncle Sam 
at least to be taking a peak at his hole card. 
It's turning out to be a game In which the 
sky la the limit — not penny ante. 



TUCKER'S NATIONAL HOW THINGS APPEAR FROM 




"OH, WHAT THE HELL" 
Dr. John Wllllom Charles Wand, bishop of 
London, hit the nail on the head when he told 
the world council of churches at Amsterdam 
that It must combat a growing "what the 
hell" attitude to bring order to society. 

He pointed out that the British people, 
for Instance, have become escapists seeking 
release from the monotony of an austerity- 
ridden life. He hoa no quarrel with escapism, 
he told the church gathering, If It is not 
carried too far. But the growing "what the 
hell" attitude, he aald. Is cause lor aerloua 
eoncem. 

Perhaps that attitude la not so prevalent 
In the United States, but we have It to an 
extent, nevertheless. It all started when the 
people prepared themselves for "normal con^ 
dltlons after the war." They had been wait 
Ing to build a new home, buy a new car, and 
dozens of other things that were Impossible 
during the war. 

But those "normal conditions" never rC' 
turned. Instead prices went sky high. /. 
house that could be built for $7,500 before the 
war now costa $20,000. The price of auto- 
mobiles doubled. That'a the way It went all 
up and down the lino. 

This was all bad enough In Itself, but then 
there came talk of another war which now 
aeema all too imminent. When would these 
people be able to buljd that new home for 
which they already had been waiting lo 
years? Another 10 years and they'd be past 
their prime of life. 

So naturally, to many— "What the hclll" 
Thoy might Just as well blow their money 
for some of the things thoy want, Irreapcc- 
tive of cost and consequences. And this at- 
titude plunges ua headlong Into mounting In- 
flation, our whole economy taking its worst 
beating in the history of the country. 

The communists, radicals and all the rest 
ol their scurvy lot rub their hands in antici- 
pation. Ifa all shaping up Just the way 
they like to have It. It's a picture that's be- 
coming Increasingly distorted. 

That's what this "what the hell" attitude 
la doing to us— In our personal, business,- re- 
IJglous, and political affairs. That's what Dr. 
Wand says must be changed ir we are to 
bring order to himian society.
